WASHINGTON, February 29.—[Special.]— 
The decision of the supreme court today, de- 
Claring the constitutionality of an act of con- 
gress passed by a quorum of the house counted 
by Speaker Reed, bus not by a quorum of act- 
ual yoters, has caused the Maine men much 
happiness. 

His friends declare that it is an endorsement 
by the highest courtin the world of his acts, 
and that, therefore, they were correct. They 
claim tliat Speaker Crisp and all other speak- 
ers Willlhave the same right now, but the 
democrats look upon the decision a3 simply 
meaning that the court has decided that, 
under the constitution, each house has a right 
tomake its own rules, and that any laws 
passed under the rules adopted by a majority 
of the house are constitutional. The rules of 
the present house contain no proyision 
for the speaker’ counting a quorum

Chairman Springer, of the ways and means 
committee, is ill with erysipelas. His physi- 
cian says it will be ten days before he can re- 
sume his duties in the house. While it is a 
disappointment to all democrats that Mr. 
Springer will not be able to open tle tariff dis- 
cussion, still it will not be delayed. Mr. Mce- 
Millin wili assume charge, and the biils will 
probably be called up and the discussion 
opened on Wednesday or Thursday. The de- 
bate will ast more than two weeks, including 
night sessions. Nearlyevery member of the 
house has already spoken for time to deliver a 
speech on this question, and the house will be 
treated to oratory galore for many days to

The Silver Bill. 

In the house Mr. Catchings, from the com- 
mittee on rules, reported a resolution provid- 
ing that on Tuesday, March 22d, immediately 
after the morning hour, the house shall pro- 
ceed to the consideration of tho silver bill, 
and should said bill be not soonerx disposed of, 
the house shal! continue consideration thereof 
during Wednesday, the 23d, aud Thursday, 
the 24th. 

The resolution was ordered printed and Mr. 
Catchings gave notice that he would ask the 
house to consider it on Monday next. 

Amendment to the Lules. 

Mr. McMillin, from the rules committee, 
geported a resolution providing that at 5 
o’clock on Fridays the honse shall take a re- 
cess until 8 o’clock, the evening session to be 
for the consideration of bills granting private 
pensions, removing political disabilities and 
removing the charge of desertion. This 
amenduient to the rules is brought in to over- 
come the difliculty encountered last Friday, 
when it was contended that should the house 
adjourn before 8 o’clock it would have to con- 


vene as a wew day’s session preceded by read-- 


ing the journal and prayer by the chaplain at 
that hour. The resolution was adopted. 
The Constitutionality of the McKinley Act. 

Three cases, in which the importers sought 
to test the constitutionality of the McKinley 
tariff uct, were today decided by the United 
States su;reme court. The title of these 
three cases are: Boyd, Sutton & Co., and Her- 
man Stcernbach & Co., each, vs. United 
States and Joel B. Erhardt, collector of the 
port of New York, and Marshall, Field & Co., 
vs. Clark, collector of the port of Chicago. 
The grouid en which it was maintained that 
the tariff was unconstitutional was that the 
tobacco reba'e section of the bill had been 
Omitted in its enrollment after passage by con- 
gress, and tierefore that the bill signed by the 
presidcnt was not the bill passed by the legis- 
lative department of the government; that the 
reciprocity feature was the transmission to the 
executive of the lawmaking power, and there 
fore void, vitiating the whole act; and lastly 
that the act was void because of the sugar 
bounty provision. The court confirmed the 
judgments of the New York and Illinois cir- 
cuit courts of the United States in favor of the 
Constitutionality of the act. 

The Day inthe Senate. 

The senate was entertained by a bill intro- 
duced |by Ieland Stanford, to make 25.8 
grains tlle uu.jorm standard by which shall be 
determined the value of a dollar. Mr. 
Voorhees deiivered aspeechin favor of free 
coinage, after which the senate spent the day 
in cousideraiion of the Idaho contested elec- 
tion case.

FREE COTTON BAGGING. 


Mr. Turner Ready With His Report on the 
Bill. ° 

WASHINGTON, February 29.—Following is the re- 
port of Mr. Turner, of Georgia, from the ways and 
means committee, in favor of the bill to admit 
free of duty, bagging for cotton, machinery for 
manufacturing bagging, cotton ties and cotton 
gins. 

The bill proposes an act of tardy justice to those 
who contribute the chief item of our export trade. 
We sent abroad during twelve months ended De- 
cember 31, 1891, 5,927,852 bales of cotton, of the «« - 
gregate value of $227,038,511. The concession 
which this measure contemplates is coincident 
with the greatest depression which the producers 
of cotion have suffered in a generation. 
The time is ripe for some mitigation of 
their burdens. Cotton, when sold in the markets 


of Europe, is subjected to # tare, or deduction, for 
| 


bagging and tics. The American price ts fixed 
relatively to the price paid for cotton abroad. The 
cost, therefore, of covering and ties which inclose 
lint, isa sacrifice inflicted on the cotton grower 
in both foreign and home markets. The AMgU- 
ment which inveighs against the exemption of ties 
from duty, while the band, irgn or steel, from 
which they are made is still subject. to duty, is 
without force, ufijer tNese cifcumstdnces. The 
ee le of the sirawback applies here in fyll 
orce ; agsing iscovered by the same sort of 
equity. The rightto resort to imported bagging 
and ties will, it is confidentiy believed, protect 
farmers and laborers engaged in the production 
of cotton against corners and combinations 
among those who, under the present tariff, con- 
trol the supply of these indispensable articles. The 
exemption of machinery used m the manufacture 
of bagging, is proposed in this bill for the benetit 
of American bayging factories. They already 
have their raw materia's free. 

An additional reason is suggested by the fact 
that, if these very simple machines can be iin- 
ported free, the farmers themselves can jein in 
the preduction of bagging. They will thus have 
in their own hands a final defense against trusts 
and monopolies. They are still smarting from 
the oppression which a very recent combination 
imposed, the raising of the price of bagging nearly 
109 per cent. The ofect of the McKinley 
rates upon bagging and ties has not yet been fully 
developed. The first result bas been to eut oif 
the lmportations of these articles. dhe next step 
will be an augmentation of price. Trust is always 
a possible sm, get g ey to protection,

SIGNING THE PAPERS 


For the Submission of the Behring Sea 
Quarrel to Arbitratien. 

Washington, February 29.—Negotiations 
between the United States and Creat 
Britain looking to the submission to arbi- 
trution of the long-pending controversy 
between the two countries in regard to 
the Behring sca seal fisheries, reached a 
favorable condition today. Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, British minister, met Secre- 
tary Blaine by appointment at the state 
department today, and signed a treaty of 
arbitration on behalf of Great Britain. 
He said he had been fully authorized by 
Lord Salisbury to take this action. Mr. 
Blaine signed the document on behaif of 
this goverment, and the matter was con- 
summated, so far as the diplomatic part of 
the business is concerned. The treaty is 
still subject, hewever, to the action of the 
British parliament and the United States 
senate. The exact terms of the treaty can- 
not now be stated, but it is known that 
the board of arbitration will consist of 
seven persons, two representing the 
United States, twp representing Great 
Britain (one of whom is to be a Canadian) 
and one each representing the neutral 
goverments of France, Sweden and Italy. 

The secretary of state has received ofli- 
cial notice of a definite agreement for the 
establishment of a commercial _ recip- 
rocity treaty between France and the 
United States.

CINCINNATI, February 29.—Treasurer William 
H. Hobart and Director L. R. Greene, of the cattle 
feeding and distilling company, were nominally 
arrested here today by being requested to appear 
before Commissioner Hooper. The warrant re- 
quires their appearance at Boston forthwith. 
They are using the teiegraph today with the view 
of going ina body if that is necessary. Hobart 
says some dealers in Boston who handled some of 
the rebate have also been. indicted. The indict- 
ment is of an omnibus character, making its 
charges against the officers and directorsina 
body. 

Late this afternoon District Attorney Allen 
stated thatindictments had been found, charg- 
ing officers of the trust with violation of the 
Sherman anti-trustlaw. Mr. Allen also added 
his belief that never in the history of the courts 
had there been a case presented where so much 
pressure was brought to bear upon a district attor- 
ney not to prosecute, as in this particuiar instance. 
He further stated that the indictments were 
reported on the 25d of Febri @-y and placed at 
onee on secret files, and the strictest instructions 
riven to the clerks of court not to divulze the fact 
of the finding of the indictmeuts,1 8: the nevs)a- 
pers shoul. publish the fact and persons proposed 
to be arrested escape. Mr. Allen,in reply to an 
inquiry by a reporter, said that he knew that 
some of the officers had intended to leave the 
country.

A Million Miners May Bo Idle Within 
al'ew Weeks on Account of a Re- 
duction of Wages. 


Lonpon, February 29.—In the house of com- 
mons today the bill promoted by the London 
county council proposing to connect the tram- 
ways of south and north London, was opposed 
by the conservatives as putting in practice the 
socialist princip'es held by a majority of the 
connci!. The liberats supported the Dill. 
After long debate the measure passed its sec- 
ond reading by a vote 160 to 158. 

The announcement of the vote was greeted 
with opposition cheers, although dt was not a 
government defert.

A GREAT STRIKE THREATENED. 
Nearly ENalf a Tillion of Mivera in Eng- 
Jand to Quit Work. 

LONDON, February 29.—It is now estimated that 
460,000 miners will cease work in a fortnight in 
their efforts to prevent the masters from putting 
into effect a scheme to reduce wages. . 

The only miners who stand aloof from the move- 
ment are those employed in South Staffordshire 
and East Worcestershire. Should the threatened 
Strixe actually oceur, it is estimated that 
close to one nilion men will feel the 
eifects or the miners’ struggle, The agita- 
tion is due to the action of mine owners 
in Wales and Cumberland, who gave an intima- 
tion of their intention to reduce wares on a 
“sliding scale,” principally owing to the decline 
in the price of coal. The men refused to acerept 
the reduction, and declared that mine owners 
must make the consumers pay. The men 
offered to form a ring of miner} and mine owners 
to maintain rates. The Mine Owners’ Association 
declared that this would be impossible, as .mine 
owners outside cf the association are cutting 
rates. The inen then offered if the present rate 
of wages was waintained to strike all colléries 
where tho prices were reduced below the rates of 
the Coal Mine Owners’ Assuciation. The Miners’ 
Federation declares that Since 1888 it has foreed 
up wages 10 per cent by hard fightingand that it 
does not intend to have them drop any. The price 
of coaiin London is 3 shillings per ton higher 
today than Saturday, and by the endof the week 
itis probable that prices will be dowbled.

No Further Tronrble Apprchended. 
Beriin, February 29.—Since Saturday night the 
city bas been perfectly quiet, and there has not 
been a single disturbance that calied for armed 
police interference. It is believed that the disor- 
derly movement has spent its force, and that no 
further trouble is to be apprehended. 


THE WHOLE CITY IN DANGER. 


ALBANY, N. ¥., February 23.—Fire broke out 
among some oil barrels in the storchouse of 
Mather Bros., wholesale grocers on Broadway and 
Dean s'reets, about 9:39 o’clock this evening, and 
at midnight it had destroyed about a quarrer of a 
miilion dollars’ worth of property. When discov- 
ered the Liaze was burning briskly in the cellar of 
the Dean streetend of the storehuuse,but it burned 
like powder, and when the depart- 
ment arrived the cellar and whole 
first foor was areguiar furnace. Barrels of ol 
burst as the flames reached them and the blazing 
oliscattered at an appalling rate. At1i o’clock 
the firemen succeeded in advancingftheir lines of 
hose onthe roofs of adjoining buildings and 
making an entrance from roadway and began to 
ficht the fire at close quarters, keeping it within 
the building in which it started and the Bansom 
iron building, which forms the Broadway half of 
MatheBros., store. 


SAFE BLOWERS ARRESTED. 


There May Be a Lynching at Milner To- 
night. 


Griffin, Ga., February 29.—(Special.)—A 
wholesale sufe blowing occurred at Milner 
last night. One safe was also torn to atoms 
here. Messrs. Rice and Hunt, H. L. Lind- 
say. B. P. Ferguson and J. B. Head, four 
of Milner’s merchants, on opening their 
stores this morning, found their doors 
broken open and their safes somewhat out 
of shape. Rice and Hunt found their safe 
torn all to pieces. Mr. Lindsay had posted 
a notice over his combination that the safe 
was not locked, and he hoped they would 
turn the knob and not blow it. ‘They ac- 
ceded to his wishes, and after going 
through the drawers, satisfying themselves 
they had left no change, they left the store. 
They got nothing from Ferguson either, and 
were evidently frightened from Mr. Head's 
before completing their work. After drill- 
ing the safe, they skipped, leaving their 
tools in the safe. As soon as the robbery 
became known, suspicion feel on three men 
who had been seen and regarded with sus- 
picion there on yesterday, and pursuit was 
immediately. given. At Orchard hill, they 
overhauled and arrested all the parties sus- 
pected. If they prove to be the right par- 
ties, it is said Judge Lynch will hold a 
speedy trial at the little town of Milner to- 
night, and is to be hoped they have the 
right parties. The one blown here was the 
oilmill safe, and only a lot of cancelled 
checks, some guano notes and certificates of 
stock is all they got for their work. In 
all, the night’s work netted $3.50, from 
Rice and Hunt.

Savannah’s standard time, he 
ssys further, is thirty-six minutos ahead of the 
standard time of Atlanta, which would make 
the appointment at 9:04 o’cloek by Atlanta 
time. Captain Garrett, he alleges, was not 
appointed until 11:15 o’clock on the morning 
of the same day.

The State’s Taxes Coming in with a 


Rush Now. 


MORE THAN TWO MILLIONS THIS YEAR. 


The Old Soldiers’ Pensions to Be Paid 
Beginning Today—Matters Before 
¢ the Supreme Court.

The state of Georgia is beginning now to 
get its taxes in band in a way that looks 
like business. 

They have been slower than usual coming 
to the comptroller general's ojlice this 
year, but for the past week many counties 
have made their final settlements, and the 
tax money been laid to rest in the big 
wault in the treasurer's office. 

The tax books show that the total receipts 
ap to date are more now than the entire re- 
ceipts last year. Last year’s taxes amount- 
ed to $1,449,506.12. This year the tax levy 
runs up to $2,200,000. 

The state will get in nearly $600,000 
more than last year when the collections 
and nal settiements are all in hand. 

Captain Charley Furlow is kept busy in 
the comptroller general’s office all day set- 
tling up wiih the counties of the state as 
these final settlement papers come to him. 
The Rental of the State Road. 


Yesterday the rental of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad was paid into the state 
treasury for the month of February. 

A check for $35,001 was sent to the 
comptrolics: general to pay the rental and 
Was smoothed out in its place in the state's 
money safe. 

It is weil to have such checks as these 
come into Coorgia’s treasury from time to 
time, especiaily at this period of the year, 
When meny of the counties have to have 
their school warrants paid by the state. 

The Old Boldiers’ Pensions. 

Today payments will be in order on the 
old soldiers’ pensions. 

Many an old war-worn fellow who wore 
the gray will draw his check on Georgia's 
treasury, and within two weeks $200,000 
will be paid out to them, there being about 
three thousand old confederate soldiers in 
Georgia to draw these pensions. 

Noue bet the maimed are given pensions, 
and tlie state officials have regular schedules 
by which they deal out the money. 

A broken off finger gets a pension of $5. 

A broken leg, $50; two broken fingers, 
$10, and so on to total blindness, which 

ets $150. The pensions range from $5 to 
S150, They average $58. 

The payments will be made, beginning to- 
day, and within two weeks they will all be 
paid. These pensions will be a great boon 
to the old soldiers just at this time.

A Terrible Accident Which Happened at 
Oakland. 


CHARLEY TUCKER SERIOUSLY WOUNDED. 


John {Tucker Shot at a Bull but the 
Bullet Struck Charley—He May Die 
from the Effect of His Injury. 


Shot atan enraged bull with a Smith & 
Wesson, No. 44, 

And hit his brother in the abdomen. 

That was the terrible experience of a promi- 
nent resident of Oakland station yesterday 
morning. | 

The wounded man’s cundition is critical 
and he is not expected to survive the distress- 
ing accident. 

A mile beyond West End lives Bob Sims, 
a young farmer. The placeis near Oakland 
station, on the Central road, about four nuiles 
from Atianta. 

Sims has been annoyed for some time bya 
yearling that pranced about wildly and com- 
mitted a great deal of damage about his farm. 

Yesterday morning he went to Mr. Charles 
Tucker, the proprietor of the genera! store at 
Oakland, and asked him to put an end to the 
animal. Mr. Tucker readily complied, and 
going to the rear of his store procured his re- 
volver, a Smith & Wesson, of 44 caliber. 

As he started away he met his younger 
brother John, who joined him, and together 
the two proceeded to the farm near by. 

The bull was rushing wildly around. It 
started toward the two men, when both pulled 
the triggers of their pistols and fired. 

Charles hit the bull; John’s bullet struck 
the animal’s forehead, and glancing off was 
buried in the abdomen of Charles. The young 
man fell to the ground and failed to rise. 

John Tucker ran to the wounded man’s 
side. He wasterribly shocked to find him 
unconscious and bleeding freely from a wound 
in his abdomen. 

As soon as possible the young man was car- 
ried tothe farmhouse and given caroful at- 
tention, while a physician was summoned. 
The bail was found to have entered a vital 
portion of his body, 

Its course could not be traced, and Tucker's 
condition was immediately seen to be danger- 
ous. Hie could not be removed and he was 
given stimulants and the developments of the 
injury awaited. He failed to rally during the 
afternoon and sank rapidly. Dr. Gilbert re- 
mained with him and last night pronounced 
himina very critical condition, with little 
chances of recovery. 

John Tucker was almost prostrated at the 
distressing accident. Both young men are 
very well known in the section round about 
which they live. John is twenty-three years 
old, isafarmer and is very well known in 
Atlanta. 

Charies, the injured man, is five years his 
senior, and has been keeping the general store 
at Oakland for a number of years.

Where Does Mr. Cleveland Stand? 

Mr. Cleveland is now in a position 
where, in justice to himself and his dem- 
ocratic followers, he cannot much longer 
delay the announcement of his purposes. 
It is true, the position which he occupies 
is not of his own seeking; he has been 
placed there by the inconsiderate action 
of those who profess to be his friends; 
yet the time is rapidly approaching, if, 
indeed, it be not already here, when he 

‘will be compelled to declare how far he 
intends to follow the contingent which, 
in his name, is making an attack on the 
democratic organization. 

In short, Mr. Cleveland will have to 
declare himself, and the longer this dec- 
laration is delayed the more rapidly will 
he lose his hold on the affections of the 
Gemovcratic party. He will be compelled 
to declare whether he is in favor of the 
party organization, or whether he pro- 
poses to continue to lead the attack 
which is now made on it in his name. 
This is a very serious matter. for Mr. 
Cleveland and it will grow more serious 
the longer be delays the declaration 
which the party will demand of_him. 

There have been hints and intimations 
from Mr. Cleveland's foolish friends— 
and he has a larger following of this. class 
than any public man within our recol- 
lection—that he is larger than his party; 
that on him alone depends the issues of 
reform to which the party is committed. 
But it is not so. Mr. Cleveland is not 
bigger than his party. He is important 
only as a democrat; he owes to the party 
his position and his influence. The hon- 
ors are not by any means even. The 
party has done a great deal more for him 
than ke has ever done for the party. 

Considerations of this kind, and others 
of more importance, must surely press 
Mr. Cleveland to make as prompt and as 
clear a declaration of his position as he 
did when he wrote his anti-silver letter 
to the reform club. The contingency is 
upon him. Mtn professing to be his 

friends and .‘representatives—professing 
to have charge of his political interests 

—are now engaged in attacking the 
democratic organization in New York. 

- This attack is made in Mr. Cleveland’s 
name and in his behalf. There is no con- 
cealment of that fact; it is loudly pro- 

_ Claimed-and advertised. ; 

The mask of democracy, under which 
the movement was begun, has been 
thrown .off. Last Saturday a meeting of 
those who are engaged in this movement 
was held in New York city. Naturally 
it was held-on Wall street—No. 10 Wall 
street. At this meeting ex-Secretary Fair- 
child was elected chairman, and Mr. 
George William. Curtis treasurer! Think 
of it! Mr. George William Curtis, the 
leader of the mugwumps, engaged in 
leading this so-called democratic attack 
on the democratic organization. There is 
nothing surprising in the fact that Mr. 
Curtis should be leading an assault on 
the democratic organization. He has been 
employed in that business for more than 
a quarter of a century, and, while he has 
not always supported the republican can- 
didates, he has been consistently anti- 
democratic all the way through. Last fall, 
he opposed the democratic party in New 
York state with all his power, and made 
a Fassett organ of Harper's Weekly. 
It is not surprising, we say, that Mr. Cur-

When this movement 
was merely a democratic protest he crit- 
icised it severely in the editorial columns 
of Harper's Weekly, pointed out its es- 
sential weakness and showed that it had 
no reason for existing. The fact that Mr. 
Curtis now flourishes forth as one of the 

_ leaders of the agitation that followed the 
protest demonstrates beyond the shadow 
of a doubt that the movement has taken 
the shape of 4 mugwump and anti-demo- 
cratic attack on the organization. If any 
further evidence were needed it would 
be found in the further fact that The New 
York World and all other genuine demo- 
cratic influences have fallen away from 
the wiovement in disgust.

genius is insanity, our contemporary makes 
the point that lie instances only one hundred 
cases of insanity at some time in the lives of 
3,000 persons ‘of intensely active brains, 
which it thinks is not at all remarkable, 
Perhaps genius instead of being a disease is 
simply a phenomenal development.

Will Remain Where It Is, but an Auxiliary 
Observatory Will Be Established. 


The weather bureau will not, in any event, be 
moved to Grant park, or some other accessible 
suburb, so says Director Park Morrill. 

There has been no such move contemplated, and 
the impression that such a change was to be nade 
was created by an effort being made to establish 
un auxiliary observatory at Grant park. 

Since the weather service has become & 
part of the {department of agriculture. 
ety By pts possible has been made. It 
bas been ascertained thatthe meterological ob- 
servations made in the center of large cities are 
influenced to such an extent by roofs, pavements 
and other mineral substances, that they are not 
sufficiently accurate to secure the information 
desired for the agricultural districts, conse- 
quently the department has decided to establish 
meterological observatories in the suburbs, 
which will be free from these influences as an 
auxiliary to the central bureaus. 

Atlanta has been mentioned as one of the few 
cities in the country as being entitled to such an 
improvement in its weather service, and the 
effort to secure the additional observatory wiil 
probably be successful, provided satisfactory ar- 
rangements can be made for the building. 

This, however, will not affect the main bureau 
in the federal building. Director Park Morriil 
and his assistants will remain where they are. 
The suburban observatory will be connected by 
telegraph and telephone lines with the main 
oftice in the custom house. All the business of 
= bureau will be transacted in the up-town 
office.

THE RESULT OF A BOILER EXPLOSION, 


A Terrible Casualty Awakes Savannah 
Early Yesterday Morning—Tho 
Causea Mystery. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., February 29.—[Special.]— 
By the explosion of the boilers at the machine 
shop of the Savannah, Fiorida and Westerg 
Railway Company this morning, John O, 
Murphy, the engineer, and J. Hopkins, 
colored, fireman, were killed, and Ossie White, | 
colored, porter, so badly injured that he will 
probably die tonight. 

The explosion occurred about half an hour 
before the mechanies arrived at the shops. If 
it had been that much later a score or more 
would have been killed. The boilers 
were situated in a large two-story brick build. 
ing, the upper floor of which was used 
asa pattern shop. Here theaccumulated pats 


terns of many years were stored. The builde' 


ing was totally wrecked. The force of the exe 
piosion was so great that hardly one brick wag 
left upon another. Great pieces of the boiler 
and of the timber in the building were picked 
up a quarter of a mile away. 

The planing mill, the machine shop and 
the storehouse, three adjoining bui'dings, 
leoked as ifa Gatling gun had been turned 
loose on them, so perforated were their roofg 
and sides by the flying fragments. 


Carolina Floyd, a colored man who fired up 


early Monday morning, had just turned the 
engine over to the engineer, and left the build. 
ing when the explosion happened. As he passed 
by the boiiers on his way out, he saw that the 
register only showed a pressure of sixty 
pounds. Heescaped unhurt. . 

The loss outside of the patterns is placed at 
$10,000. It is difficult to estimate the loss 
from the destruction or damage to patterns 
batit will run up into many thousands of 
dollars. The boilers wereof the best make 
and comparatively new. The cause of the 
explosion must remain a mystery. The shock 
created the impression that Savannah was to

MOTORMAN M’CORD'S TALE OF WOE, 


He Was the Center of Attraction in a 
Lively Family Row,and He Got 
the Worst of It. 


A bleeding chin, where a beard had been. 

A preacher’s blows and woman’s woes. 

These were the features in a highly sensa- 
tional personal encounter yesterday morning. 

A preacher and onoof his flock were the 
principal figures in the difficulty, which ended 
in the most desperate of fights. 

For nearly three years Rev. W. W. Brewer 
has been living at No. 11 McMillin street, not 
far from Marietta. In the same house J. C. 
McCord has been residing with his wife. 

The former is the pastor of the Mount 
Pleasant Congregational church, the latter a 
member of the congregation and one of its 
trustees. 

McCord isa motorman on car No, 45, run- 
ning on Marietta street. He is in consequence 
away from home nearly all thetime. Re- 
cently rumors of a startling nature reached his 
ears. They were to the effect that the preacher 
was unduly familiar with his wifo. 

The motorman paid no further attention to 
these reports than to keep a close watch of his 
reverend brother. This led, he says, to his 
discovering Rev. Mr. Brewer implant a kiss 
upon Mrs. McCord’s cheek a week ago. 

In the face of all this, friendly feelings were 
impossible. Bad blood was stirred up and 
friendly relations between pastor and trustee 
were conspicuous by their absence. 

Yesterday morning the motorman stopped 
off his car at 10 o'clock, to run to his home 
nearby and find out why his breakfast had not 
been sent him as is customary every day. He 
met his wife and began roundly abusing her. 
Then, it is charged, he struck her twice in the 
face and continued his rough words. 

Mrs. Brewer rushed up and rebuked Mc- 
Cord for his conduct. He turned upon the 
minister’s wife and directed his abuse at hor. 

This attracted the divine to the scene. He 
grabbed a scantling fully four feet long and 
made for the motorman. The women screamed 
and it took several persons who wero prosent 
to hold the excited and worthy preacher back. 

He dropped the stick of wood and they ro- 
laxed their hold. Quick asa flash he picked 
up a hatchet that was lying on the ground near 
by, and rushed at the man who had insulted 
his wife. 

McCord tried to reach some weapon, but in 
an instant the preacher struck hi:n a terrible 
blow over the head with the deadly hatchet. 
The hatchet cut through his hat and sunk 
deep into McCord’s head. Another blow fol- 
lowed. McCord dodged and the keen blade 
descended upon his shoulder, gashing it 
badly. : 

The motorman then closed in with the min- 
ister, who was forced to drop the ugly weapon. 
McCord grabbed the preacher's long, flowing 
board, and amid the divine’s shrieks scattered 
the hair about the yard. Another vigorous 
pull and still more vigorous yells, and the hir- 
sute appendage was gone. 

Then pastor aud parishioner used nature’s 
weapons. They went at each other with fists 
and fought like tigers. A dozen well-directed 
biows had passed when the two men were sep- 
arated. . 

Blood was flowing in streams from the par- 
ticipants’ wounds, and it bespattered every- 
thing round about. On the ground lay Mrs. 
Mcvord -who had fainted from the effects of 
the attack on herand the subsequent scenes. 

She was carried indoors completely pros- 
trated and ina very serious condition. Rev. 
Mr. Brewer quickly sent for a bailiff of Judge 
Horton’s court and had the motorman arrested 
for assault and battery. 

He himself weut free. 

The justice bound McCord over in the sum 
of $109. Bail was furnished, and the man was 
released. His injuries were very painful, and 
may prove dangerous, His head is fearfully 
gashed and his shoulder cut. 

The condition of Mrs. McCord {s regarded 
as serious. 

The affair stirred up the intensest excite- 
ment in the neighborhood, and developments 
of a lively nature are being looked for.

The Men Whose Pictures “Will Be Sus- 
pended on the Walls.” 

The attendance at the People’s Party Club meet- 
ing held in Johnson’s hall on East Alabama 
street last night was between forty and fifty.

He assured his brothers 
that Clayton would give a majority for third 
party candidates at the polls, and the audience 
cheered.

He said that 
after the war he tried to farm and go to school, 
and got along pretty well until congress got to 
monkeying with the finances. Then things went 
wrong and kept getting worse until 
he believes he would be better off if 
he had done nothing all this time. He had been 
willing to follow President Livingston until 
congress got an yo prety eg | to show the country 
whether it intended to do anything or not. Now 
he has came to the conclusion that the people 
will have to go outside of the old parties for relief.

NEW YORE, February 29.—The Liverpool markct 
this morning opened at a decline of 2-c4d for futures. 
Spot sales were 10,000 bales. Our early cables advise a 
good demand trom consumers, and say that the de- 
cline speculatively was due entirely to the weakness of 
the New York market on Saturday. Later cables 
from Liverpool advise a further decline of 1-64d in 
futurea and as easy cicse, which fs attributed to the 
action taken by both masters and men at tlhe Euglish 
collieries looking toward a reduction in the output, 
and the consequent advance in the price of coal. 
This movement promises to become quite general in 
England, and may perhans result inja slight advance in 
the price obtained or the production of the English 
mines, which wou'd seem to be the only way in which 
it could directly atfect the Lancashire trade. It may 
perhaps have some indirect effect in that it will de- 
prive foratimealarge number of men of work, but 
inasmuch as the men themselves acquiesee in the 
movement we doubt if any serious distress may be 
looked for. In New York the speculation has con- 
tinued featureless. The decline in Liverpool] was 
followed by a loss of from 45 points at the epering 
here, but by 1 o'clock fully one-half of this loss bad 
been recovered upon the anticipation of smaller re- 
ce.pts tomurrow. At New Orleans the total arrivals 
promice to be between 25,000 and .9.000 bales, and the 
aggregate at all porte will probably exceed 43,000 bales, 
against 21,000 bales last week and 17,000 bales last year. 
For tomorrow receipts at New Orlenns are estimuted 
at between 5,000 and 7,000 bales. Reporte from the 
south with regard to the probable reduction in acreage 
are somewhat conflicting, and there seems to be room 
for considerable difference of opinion. According to 
The Charleston Newe and Courter of the 26th instant, 
the shipments of fertilizers from Charleston from the 
Ist of January to the 23d of February exceed those fr 
the corresponding period last year by 133 carloads. 
Whether this excess of shipment is due to the in- 
creased use of the phosphate as fertilizers, as com- 
pared with others, we cannot determine, but in vies 
of the fact that from most other points a decreased 
consumption of fertilizers is reported, thie excess in 
the Charicston movement fasurprising. During the 
afternnon the market continued slowly tc improve, 
closing finally steady at the highest of the day, Satur- 
day’s closing prices being freely bid. The improve- 
ment seems entirely the result of the quiet absorption 
of cotton, which is now@pparent upon every decline. 
Receipts for the day are 39,000 bales, which is slightly 
less that had been expected, and New Orleans reecipts 
for tomorrow, it is now said, will only be 5,000 bales. 
Unless foreign advices shall be very disappointing ‘in 
the morning higher prices may be expected here.

throughout the day generally confirmed the Liverpool 
report, some even quoting it 1d higher. Berlin and 
Paris were depressed and lower. About one-halfof the 
decline noted Saturday was recovered in the early part 
of the session today, owing principally to the higher 
Liverpool market, good buying for export and the de- 
crease in the visible supply, which was expected to 
show a large increase.

A few New York speculators were liberal buyers 
early, but later became free soliers, causing a sharp 
decline, which, viewed from a scalper’s standpoint, 
would be called a weak feature in the trade. We feel 
that the breaking up of the wiatcr 59 early must cause 
very much hghter farmers’ deliveries in the near 
future, and the nearer we get to the opening of naviga- 
tion the lower the froights, and the larger should be 
the exports. Until these probable conditions become 
facts, we see no encouragement for holders. 

Corn and oats were firm the earty part of the session, 
but later declined in aympathy with wheat, there being» 
fairly liberal selling of speculative loadings, 

There wasa fairly good demand for hog products, 
much bettcr than the latter part of last we:k.

NEW YORK, Febrvary 29.—The market today 
opened the new week with a renewal of excitement 
over Coal stocks, and great Jactivity fin those shares 
was again accompanied by phenomenal movements in 
their prices, which were all in the upward direction.
